which the finance committee of the cor- 
poration had been talking over and was 
going to submit that day to tha 'board 
of directors.

Perkins explained that when tVie sepa- 


rate companies of the corporation were 
brought together there were many eon- 
tracts that had recently been made for 
extensions and improvements, aggregat- 
ing something 
over 
$40,000,000. 
The 


corporation had reduced them something 
like 
$20,000,000. being forced . to carry 


the contracts along. In addition he told 
the executive committee that the pur- 
chase of the Rockefeller oil properties 
had caused the' steel corporation to give 
Rockefeller notes 
maturing ithat year, 


amounting to about 510,000,000, leaving i 
in 
all about 
530,000,000 that, was 
not 


capitalized and that "we have been 
some bothered to know Just what to 
do with it." 


EARNINGS UNTOUCHED. 


"It was not fair to take it out of the 


earnings of the several companies, we 
thought,." Perkins was quoted as having 
said to. the executive committee, "after 
they were brought together and -wo have 
given the matter a good deal of. thought 
as to how and what to do with It and 
not hurt the securities. And it brought 
about this idea of an attempt to retire 
part of the preferred stock of the com- 
pany for second mortgage bonds and 
save enough iri doing so that we could 
get out an extra amount -'of bonds to 
cover these Items, 
' 
: 


"We think we can take-up about 40 


per cent of the preferred .stock, or $200,r 
000,000, which now costs about $14,000,- 
000 in dividends, at 7 per cent on $200,- 
000,000, and in place of that Issue $250,- 
000,000 of second mortgage 5 per. cent 
bonds. 
That would call for ?12,500,000 


and the-a have $50,000,000 of new money 
in addition to saving- a million and a 
half a year, $12,500,000 as against $14,- 
000,000. 
So we would 
get 
$50,000,000 


without costing us anything, and save 
a million and a half a year besides. 
There is no question {hat it would be 
very desirable from the 
standpoint of 


the company if we can retire the pre- 
ferred stock. 


WHEN BELOW PAR. . 


When we came to look into that we 


concluded the only time to do it was 
when the preferred stock was below par, 
as it would then be some inducement 
with people to take the bonds. If they 
had stock at 95, say, and turn Into bonds 
at pat, they might feel that 'there was 
something in it. And, further, we can 
only do it when the preferred stock is 
held in largo blocks, so we could get a 
syndicate of ^. 


"We began to look about for the largo 


preferred stockholders 
and 
have been 


successful after two or three months' 
work In getting up a good sized syndi- 
cate of large stockholders who would 
put up their preferred stock and under- 
write for the success of the thing, pro- 
vided the stockholders generally did not 
take it. The idea of the finance commit- 
tee was that we would make an offer to 
all of the 
preferred stockholders 
and 


say: 'Will you change 40 per cent of the 
preferred stock for these second mort- 
gage bonds?' 
And if they'did not do it, 


then the syndicate would stand ready to 
do so to a reasonable extent; a'nd if we 
did. not. get the entire . 40 per cent, say 
for instance, we only got 20 per cent, we 
would Issue - 2fj 
per 
cent : of additional 


bonds for whatever stock we took up. 


That is, if we took up ,20 per cent of 
tlie ' preferred stock, or $100,000,000, we 
would issue $25,000,000 of bonds in place 
of. $50,000,000. 


DESIRABLE PLAN. 


"We thought it would be a desirable 


plan in a good many ways; it would give 
us $50.000,000 of cash without cost; it 
would wipe out these inherited improve- 
ments and pay the Rockefeller notes. We 
have made an arrangement with them, to 
take these bonds in settlement of their 
obligations,' which is a good thing, of 
course, and leave us a.n additional sum 
of money that might be used in reorgan4- 
izirig some of the' plants and doing things 
that we want to have done -in Chicago 
and for the bridge company at Pitts- 
burg. .-

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A Tariff-Reform 
Humbug Exposed. 
: ; 


The Spring-field Republican points out that the so-called farmers' 


free list bill is a humbug, framed under false pretenses and put for- 


ivard for partisan political reasons. This is strong; language, but it 
:s justified by the facts, nor can it be charged to partisan feeling 


or.friendship for the protective tariff. 


Ever since 1875 the Republican has been advocating reduc- 


;ng- all tariff duties to a revenue basis. It has been a consistent op- 
ponent of the protective policy for a generation, supporting Tilden 
and Cleveland on'that issue. It does not now denounce the so-called 
farmers' free list bill because it is an attack on tbe protective sys- 
tem, but because it is a fraud. Here is what ;the Republican says 
about it: 


"It is wrong in theory, false in its pretensions and would'prove 


injurious in many of its effects if enacted. It pretends to offset to 
the farmer his loss of protection from Canadian reciprocity by trans- 
ferring to the free list many finished articles of protected manufac- 
ture. But this is a false pretension, for the farmer neyer? has had 
and does not now have any effective tariff protection to be taken 
av-ay bv the reciprocity bill. It is not for standpat Republicans; to 
say this, for they have been preaching the falsehood time but of mind 
to hold the farming vote to the high protection system. But we can 
say it, and it is here said with as much emphasis as possible. 
The 


offerings of the free list bill are therefore a pure gratuity and ten- 
dered in mere political wantonness. 


"As the bill is false in its pretensions so it is utterly wrong in its 


theory and must accordingly be bad in its practice. The protective 
tariff system was adopted in the single purpose and has been main-, 
tained in no other legitimate purpose than to promote manufacturing 
in a country that was chiefly given to agriculture. aThis system in 
these later days 'has been allowed to run into excessive protection 
for manufactures; and to maintain itself ;n these abuses it has been 
perverted into the vain purpose of trying to protect all industry 
which can only be clone at the expense of all industry, which is as 
hopeless as for a person to try a lifting of himself by his own boot- 
straps. 


"As the tariff was built up so it must be cut down if fiie.job is 


to be done without industrial convulsion. It was built up to protect 
and establish manufactures. It was perverted to "protect" foods, 
raw materials and the country's natural wealth generally, which 
needed no protection, which manufacturing needed .at the outset to 
be protected against, and which could not be., effectively protected 
without impairing the protection to.manufactures. Therefore, to. cut 
the protective system down we must begin where the other move- 
ment has ended and free raw materials while reducing the duties on 
manufactures." 
' 
. 


As the Republican points out the bill violates the very theory on 


which it was framed and contradicts the arguments on which the. 
abolition or reduction of protective duties is demanded. It puts the 
cart before the horse and has assumed that the agricultural indus- 
try has been deprived of a protection which it never had and in the 
nature of things can never have. "If the principle of tariff revision 
here adopted were extended to the whole protective system, we 
should free manufacturers all along the line and protect or tax food 
and raw material," continues the Republican, "and the industrial 
system of the country turned upside down." 


This is the testimony of a tariff reformer who is practically a 


free trader, and who has no love for protection in any form. But 
trie Republican will not stand for humbug and false pretense, for 
sham reform and thimblerig politics. "They must be out of their 
senses," saj-s the Springfield paper—"the Democrats and insurgents 
.who are doing this thing. But they have made the co.urse of Presi- 
dent Taft perfectly plain. He must veto this bill. He cannot afford 
to do otherwise." 


We have quoted extensively from the Republican because that 


paper is one of the most consistent, able and sincere advocates of 
tariff reform, one of the staunchest opponents of the protective the- 
ory. Now this great independent journal turns in disgust from this 
fake reform and announces that the President rrmst veto it,' not 
only because it is futile and foolish, but because it is a. device of dis- 


e 


t politics which mocks at real tariff reform, and which trav- 


sties the whole movement to revise the tariff downward.

It is 
argued that by extending the line to tidewater the State will be 
ible to control the freight rate situation .and hold .air combinations 
in check. Belonging to this State-owned line are terminals of enor- 
mous value in the heart of Atlanta and Chattanooga. It is proposed 
to move^the freight yards in those cities, rent the terminal lands jfor 
commerciarpurposes and use the proceeds to extend the line to the 
coast. 


Woodrow Wilson brought himself to the favorable attention of 


the nation by combating the fallacies and extravagancies of-William

| AMERICA'S OLDEST LIBRARY \ 


The Boston Atheneum has recently bo- 


co.rne the owner of the oldest collection 
of books in New.England, If not In Amer- 
ica. 
This is -the famous King's Chapel 


;library of 169S. 
This: library has been 


In the custody of the,Atheneum since 1823 
but it was not until 'a short time ago that 
the proprietors of King's Chapel formally 
relinquished all claim to ownership. 
: 


j Tills library had its origin in the ex- 
traordinary energy .of the Rev. Thomas 
Bray. After graduating- In 1678 from Or- 
ford he became curate of a little country 
parish and first attracted .attention by a 
pamphlet on some alJstruse theological 
point In regard to the catechism: Later 
he 4nn°unced that he was gplng to write 
a pamphlet on the baptismal contract. 
There were, he said, 40,000 boys In^Eng- 
lfl.nd for the proper age for baptism. 
Of 


course, each of these boys wduld buy a 
copy of his book. He would sen them 
a)! a shilling- and sixpence, of which six- 
pence 
would . be profit, and with this 


thousand pounds he wo(uld put libraries In 
the poorest parishes in the country. 
\ 


And he carried out this scheme, -raising 


money enough to purchase over; sixty par- 
ish libraries. 
• 
*, 


In 1690 he i«as appointed "commissary" 


to the Church of England churches In 
Maryland and as the njinisters needed 
libraries in America-. ;h'e. supplied them. 


In a few months'he sent..to America 


thirty collections, most ;,of "them to Mary- 


land, but one was sent to Trinity Church, 
in:New Torlc, and,one to King's Chapel, 
Boston. 
- 


Governor Bellomont was commissioned 


to bring over the Boston library. There 
were. 211 volumes in the original collec- 
tion, about forty Doing added later. 
Of 


these 211 volumes there were 96 ponderous 
folios,. 26 quartos, 85 octavos and 6 smaller 
volumes. Each was bound in leather. 
: 


This collection, of theological works was 


the only library not private in New Eng- 
land except tiie Harvard College library, 
which was burned in 1774. 


The titles of these books are not such 


as to make them .popular reading today. 
There are not many calls for "Calvinl 
Opera," 
"Chemnitil 
et 
Gerhard!. Har- 


mpnlae Evangellcae," Drelincourt's "Con- 
sideration of Death" or "Llturgla Tirn- 
urlna."

Until the Revolutionary War the library 


was kept in the house, of the King's 
Chapel minister. ;.In ISO" it was trans- 
fer^ed to the theological library and In 
1S23 the theological library was placed in 
the Atheneum. 


When the books were deposited in the 


Atheneum the library gave in exchange 
a life membership-to the pastor. Of course 
this expired long. ago. 


Mr. Bolton wished the question of own- 


ership settled, and it was -voted to trans- 
fer.to King's Chapel a proprietor's ishare 
in exchange for a formal relinqulsbment 
of ownership in the ,books.

I have 
visited nearly, all tho large and middle- 
sized cities of tho coast since last March, 
and I am very happy to tell you that 
Oakland not only compares favorably in 
playground development -.vlth them, but 
in some particulars excels all of them. 
Las Angeles is a possible exception, but 
even here I believe that in the type of 
supervisor 
• you have, placed in charge of 
your various play centers-you excel. 


FEATURES OF MERIT; 


Some of the excellent features of your 
work are: 


1.—The comprehensiveness and

pleteness of your plans and work-play
